Conflict Zone™ is a 1-player game. Before 
turning the Sega Dreamcast power ON, connect 
the controller or other peripheral equipment into 
the control ports of the Sega Dreamcast. 

To return to the title screen at any point during 
game play, simultaneously press and hold A, B, X, 
Y and Start buttons.This will cause the Sega 
Dreamcast to soft-reset the software. 

If you wish to use a Visual Memory Unit (sold 
separately) for saving games, insert the VMU into 
Expansion Slot 1 of the controller connected to 
Port A. Conflict Zone requires 6 to 200 blocks of 
free memory to save game data. 


While saving a game file, never turn off the Sega Drenmcasl 
power, remove the memory card or disconnect the controller 


To save a game or resume a saved game, insert 
a memory card (VMU) into the expansion slot. 

Choose the desired expansion slot location with 
the Analog Thumb Pad. Press the A Button to 
select, then follow the instructions on the 
screen to enter your initials. 

It is only possible to load a saved game if 
the VMU is correctly inserted into the 
console before the power button is put into 
the on position. 

The number of memory blocks required to save 
game files varies according to the type of 
software and content of files to be saved. In 
Conflict Zone, 12 blocks are required to save 
each game (including its options settings).

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II. GEOPOLITICAL C 

It is 2010 and the geopolitical situation has 
noticeably changed. Large economic and political 
blocks are forming^ based on the model of the 
European Community. These blocks group together 
a large majority of the world’s countries. The 
other countries/for the time being/ remain 
independent. 

The large blocks are democracies and adopt a 
moderate attitude. Even though the risk of global 
conflict appears to have been permanently 
eliminated/ civil wars or wars between different 
countries sometimes erupt. 

In order to solve these kinds of problems/ the 
large blocks have banded together to form a 
mediation and intervention organization: the TCP 
(International Corps for Peace).The United 
Nations and NATO have been dissolved and the 
ICP/ whose headquarters have been established in 
Geneva, has replaced them.The ICP is both 
powerful and autonomous, employing its hugely 
significant persuasive powers to try to find 
peaceful compromises to crises. Unfortunately, 
this alone is not always enough ... 

The ICP has created a multinational military 
intervention force to solve the crises that have no 
possible amicable solution. Its goal is to re-establish 
peace and to protect the civilian populations.The 
ICP forces are comprised of troops and materials 
allocated by each member block. 

However, the use of force is not enough to reach a 
solution, as the media are present in every crisis. 
Their influence on public opinion is obvious, and 
belligerent forces have to make allowances for this 
fact if they want to remain politically strong. The 
ICP, as well as the countries it is called to fight 
against, must strive to present the best possible 


public image of themselves and to avoid blunders 
wherever possible. The media aspect is therefore 
just as important as the military aspect. Any 
camp that neglects this fact will be severely 
handicapped and will find itself heading straight 
for a stinging political defeat. 

The GHOST is a secret group of large 
multinational corporations and independent 
countries. Its objective is to protect the interests 
of its members.To do this, the GHOST is willing 
to stir up the international scene and provoke 
crisis situations to discredit the ICP and prevent 
the ratification of agreements that would prove 
too constrictive for the interests of its members. 
The GHOST will stop at nothing ... 

In Conflict Zone, the player can take on 
two opposing roles; 

♦ General of the ICP. His goal is to try to bring 
about the capitulation of the aggressor, while 
preserving to a maximum the civilian 
populations, for which he is responsible. 

• General of the GHOST, engaged by a country 
at war with the ICP (aggressing country). His 
goal is to push the ICP forces into retreat 
from the conflict. 






III. PLAYING CONFLICT ZONIS 


The game begins with introductory videos. You can 
skip any video by pressing the Start Button. After 
these videos, you are taken to the VMU (Visual 
Memory Unit) selection screen where you record 
your game options and player profile. 


Choose the location where you have inserted a 
VMU,then press the A Button to validate; press 
the B Button if you have no VMU or if you do not 
wish to save. If there is not enough free space on 
the selected VMU, the game will ask you to 
choose another location: press the A Button or 
the Start Button to return to the previous screen. 
You may also choose to continue without saving 
by pressing the B Button. 

You are then taken to the game's title screen. 
Press the Start Button to go to the Main Menu. 

If you do nothing, after a minute a 'demo' mode is 
activated: this can be interrupted at any time by 
pressing the Start Button. 

Use the directional pad up and down to navigate 
through the Main Menu. The Start Button or the 
A Button validates your choice; the B Button 
takes you back to the title screen. 
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1. New campaign ("Campaign") 
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This menu enables you to begin one of the 2 
campaigns proposed in Conflict Zone. Each o 
2 campaigns is made up of 16 successive missions 
of increasing complexity/ plus a "bonus"+ mission. 
The 2 campaigns are very progressive/ and as the 
players task gets more and more complex, up to 
4 commanders will be allocated in a supporting 
role. Every campaign is independent of the others, 
and campaigns can be played in any order. 
However, the order in which the missions arise 
within each individual campaign is linear. For as 
long as it takes to win a mission, it can be started 
over as many times as necessary. When a mission 
has been won for the first time, the player can go 
on to the following mission and his progress is 
registered in his player profile. 

• "ICP campaign: Guardians of the Peace/' I ne 
ICP campaign places you at the head of the 
IC P's Territorial Army. As a general, your task 
will be to command the ICP troops to 
intervene in different conflicts and to put a 


stop to the aggressive whims of the attacking 
country. 

• "GHOST campaign:The Power of Darkness/ 
The GHOST campaign places you in the role of 
military head of the secret organization that 
works to destabilize the ICP and increase its 
own profits. How does it operate? it 
manipulates the small countries and forces 
them into attacking their neighbors. 

Use directional pad left and right to choose a 
campaign. 

Three levels of difficulty are available ("Easy", 

* Medium"/ "Hard"). 

Depending on the level of difficulty/ your 
adversaries will vary in number, aggression and 
deviousness. The higher the level, the more 
Complex and cunning the strategies they wii! 
develop, forcing you to really give your all. Some 
mission goals will also vary in how hard they are 
to attain. 

Press directional pad down, then use directional 
pad left and right to choose the level of difficulty. 

If you have already begun a campaign and you 
wish to continue it, all you have to do is press the 
Start Button. This simply enables you to take up a 
campaign where you left off—that is, from the 
start of the first mission you have not already 
successfully completed. However, you will not be 
allowed to change the difficulty setting chosen for 
the campaign. 

To start a new campaign from the beginning, 
press directional pad down to activate the "New 
Campaign" Button and validate with the 
A Button, If you have already started the 
campaign, a confirmation screen asks you if you 
want to start again from the beginning. 






2. Continuing a game ("Load") 



Enables you to get back into a previously saved 
game. 

The list of all the saved games on the current 
VMU appears on the screen. 

Use directional pad up and down to choose the 
saved game you wish to load, then begin the game 
by pressing: the A Button or the Start Button. 

You may also change the current VMU by clicking 
with the A Button on "Select VMU/' 
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3. Replaying a mission ("Replay") 


Enables you to play again any campaign mission 
already accomplished with the present player 
profile. The list of all the accessible missions 
appears on the screen. The available missions are 
filed in the order in which they would be played in 
campaign mode. It is possible to replay these 
miss ions at. any level of difficulty. 

Use directional pad up and down to choose the 
mission you want to replay and directional pad 
Left and Right to select the level of difficulty. 
Lastly, start the game by pressing the A Button or 
the Start Button. 

4. Skirmish ("Skirmish") 

Skirmish play mode: 

This mode enables you to play against a virtual, 
computer controlled opponent. In fact, several 
different virtual opponents can be chosen. In 
skirmish mode, the aim. is to eliminate the 
opponent. This condition Is met if: 
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• The opponent has no more units (neither 
troops nor buildings); 

• His popularity level is below the minimum 
threshold (if the “minimum popularity" option 
has been checked ); 

• From the moment he possesses no further 
buildings (if the "short game” option has 
been checked). 

Configuring a skirmish game 
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Use directional pad left and right to navigate 
through the option zones. The A Button is used to 
activate / deactivate options. 

• Choosing the opponent: In the “Name" 
column, click on the default opponent name to 
open the list with all the names, then use 
directional pad up and down to choose another 
name—if desired—and, lastly, validate your 
choice with the A Button. 


Choosing the players’sides: Click on each of 
the 2 opponents in the "Side" column to toggle 


between ICP and GHOST. 

• Type of card: Press the A Button to open the 
list of available cards, use directional pad up 
and down to choose one from the list and 
validate your choice with the A Button. 

• Initial resources: Click on "CP" and "PP" in 
the right-hand zone to determine the command 
points and the popularity score of all the 
players at the start of the game. The A Button 
increases the value of the current option and 

X Button decreases it. 

• Using the media: Click on the "Media" option 
if you want popularity to be taken into 
account. If the option is unchecked, the 
players' popularity scores (and the 
technological tree) will remain at their initial 
level: 100%. 

• Popularity: "PP" determines the popularity 
threshold at the outset. The A Button increases 
the value and X Button decreases it. 

• Minimum popularity: "Min PP" determines 
the popularity score below which a player is 
declared defeated. The A Button increases the 
value and X Button diminishes it. If the 
"Media" option is unchecked, “Min PP" is not 
accessible. 

• Quick game: Check the "Quick game" option 
to activate the defeat of a player when he has 
no buildings left. 

• Starting the game: Press the Start Button. 

5. Options ("Options") 

The "Options" entry gives you the choice between: 

• "Preferences": to define your game preferences. 

• "Sound": to adjust the volume. 







Game preferences ("Preferences 1 ') 


Use directional pad up and down to navigate 
through the options. 

Use directional pad left and right to modify the 
values and click on the A Button to activate or 
deactivate an option. 
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• "Game speed": modifies the speed of the game. 

• "Camera speed": modifies the speed of camera 
movement. 

• "Feedbacks": modifies the quantity of written 
and spoken messages given to the player by the 
interface and the units. 

• "Subtitles": determines if subtitles should be 
displayed each time a character addresses a 
player. 

• "Shake Cam": determines whether jolts should 
be felt when the camera is near explosions on 
the field. 

• "TV Reports Videos": determines whether 
videos should be played to complement Media 
messages. 

• "Jump Pack": determines if the vibrating 
functions of the Jump Pack should be used 
when explosions take place. This option cannot 
be activated if you do not have a Jump Pack. 

Sound options ("Sound") 
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Use directional pad up and down to choose the 
option you wish to modify. 

Move the cursors with directional pad left and 
right to adjust the volume for sound effects, voices 
and music. 

Click on the "Stereo sound" box to activate or 
deactivate stereo effects. 

Press the Start Button to save your settings, or 
the B Button to cancel your modifications. 

6. Credits (Xredits^ 

Click on "Credits" to see the Conflict Zone 
creation team. Press the Start Button to go back 
to the main menu. 

7. Pause menu 

During a game, press the Start Button to pause 
the game and display the following menu. Press 
the Start Button again to return to the game. 


"Save Game" to store the game. A save screen 
indicates the name of the saved game, the 
number of blocks required and the remaining 
space on the currently selected VMU.

If you have enough space on your VMU, click on 
the mission with the A Button and press the Start 
Button to save. 

If you do not have enough space, you will be asked 
whether you wish to overwrite the previously 
saved game. 

You may also choose another VM U by clicking on 
"Select VMU" with the A Button. You can then 
use directional pad left and right to choose the 
VMU on another controller, and up and down to 
choose the VMU on another location on the same 
controller. 

You may also choose to create space on a VMU 
by deleting previously saved games (using

Radar minimap 

A radar minimap that represents the entire terrain 
can be found at the top right-hand side of the 
screen. A blue trapezoid represents your current 
field of vision. Use the radar minimap to move 
instantly to any point on the ground. Click inside 
the radar minimap and you will be teleported to 
the designated place. You can also hold down the 
X Button and use the Analog Directional Pad to 
move around quickly on the map. Press B Button 
to go back to normal mode. 

Strategic map 

This is an enlarged, more detailed version of the 
radar minimap. It can be accessed by pressing on 
the Right Trigger and simultaneously pressing 
twice on Directional pad up. It functions in a 
similar way to the radar minimap. 


1. Camera controls and orientation 
Main camera controls 

• Analog Directional Pad: to move the camera 

• Right Trigger + Analog Directional Pad: to 
turn the camera 

• Right Trigger + A Button: zoom in 

• Right Trigger + B Button: zoom out 

• Left Trigger + Right Trigger + Start Button + 
directional pad (lp, Down, Left or Right): to 
memorize camera positions 

• Left Trigger + Right Trigger + Start Button + 
directional pad (Up,. Down, Left or Right): to 
recall the memorized camera position 
corresponding to the directional button pressed 

• Y Button: to re-initialize the camera 






























Symbols and arrows indicate your troop positions 
and movements, and the positions of the other 
protagonists of the conflict when they are in the 
field of vision of your units. On the right hand 
side, a key indicates to whom the units and 
buildings belong. Mobile units are represented by 
directional triangles, and the buildings by squares. 
Your selected or attacked units flash so as to be 
easily spotted. Press B Button to go back to the 
normal mode. 

Note: When a spy enables you to infiltrate a fixed 
radar or an enemy command center, the strategic 
map gives you the enemy troop positions and 
movements! 

Text information and camera movement zone 

The messages sent to you by your units, 
commanders, the media, etc. are written on the 
bottom left-hand side of your screen. The 3 latest 
messages received remain visible in the text 
information zone. When you click on one of these 
messages, the camera moves and automatically 
points to the place it was sent from. 


2. Resources 

Money is what it's all about, but money isn't the 
only important thing in Conflict Zone.To succeed 
in your task, you need to control the levels of 3 
different resources: your command points, your 
popularity score, and the energy ratios of your 
bases. The resource line at the top left-hand side 
of the screen keeps you permanently in touch with 
your command points and popularity score. When 
one of your buildings is selected, the energy ratio 
for the base it belongs to appears. 

Command points 

Command points are used to construct the 
buildings, equip the troops and assemble the 
combat vehicles. They are continually attributed to 
you by your high command at the speed indicated 
on the side. This represents the number of 
command points won per second. 

If you are playing for the ICP, you will also 
receive bonuses if you save civilians, but you will 
need to create a refugee camp and go pick up the 
civilians in the villages with a transport helicopter. 

Popularity score 

The popularity score (a percentage) reflects the 
level of trust the high command has in you. You 
must have a minimum popularity score if you 
want to buy a building or unit, This should be 
specific to each building or unit. The popularity 
score is directly linked to the way you conduct 
your operations and determines your technological 
tree. If you respect your side's doctrine, your 
popularity increases and your technological tree 
develops. If, on the other hand, you do not respect 
the doctrine, your popularity falls and access to 
certain buildings and units will be not be allowed 
until you gain sufficient popularity. 

Note: For more information on the popularity 
score with regard to the sides played, please refer 












to the chapters 'The ICP side 1 and 'The GHOST 
side' elsewhere in this manual. 

Energy ratio 

The percentage displayed corresponds to the 
energy produced / energy consumed ratio at the 
base the selected building belongs to.This ratio 
can be mote than 100%. 

Most of the buildings you construct consume 
energy. You should therefore build enough 
generators to supply each of your bases correctly 
and maintain the energy ratio above 100%. If the 
ratio goes below 100%, a beep will warn you that 
your automatic defenses are no longer 
functioning/ and that possible building speed 
bonuses have been deactivated. You will need to 
build extra generators to bring the energy ratio 
back up to 100% and to cancel out the effects of 
under-supplying. Once you have achieved over the 
100% limit/ your base will instantly become 
operational once more. 

Building speed 

The number displayed informs you of the speed of 
construction of your buildings. If you build a 
logistic center, your buildings are constructed 
twice as fast. If two logistic centers are built, your 
buildings are constructed three times as fast. It 
will not prove useful to you to build more than 
two logistic centers per base. 

3. Establishing a base 

To establish a base, you must move one of your 
units to a zone of ground that is made up of dark 
rectangles. These rectangles indicate locations 
where a base can be built. One of the orders 
available for troops posted on the site of your 
future base is "Colonize". Click on the icon to 
begin building a command center. An orange 
progress bar confirms that construction is under 


way. When this bar is full, a helicopter will arrive 
to deliver you the necessary materials for the final 
assembly of the building. It should be noted that 
placing a building incurs costs in terms of 
command points. These are deducted as soon as 
you take command of the building. 

Constructing buildings 

Click on your command center with the A Button 
to display the icons for the buildings you can 
construct. You can also press simultaneously on 
the Right Trigger and Directional pad right. At the 
start, only the generator is available. Click on the 
generator icon then designate an available site on 
your base (with the directional pad) to begin 
construction. When it is ready, you will have 
access to new buildings. 

The technological tree for buildings (that is, for 
ail the buildings to which you have access) is very 
limited at the beginning of the campaigns: it opens 
out as the missions proceed. 

Assembling vehicles and equipping soldiers 

Click on one of your production buildings (camp, 
vehicle factory, etc.) with the A Button. A list of 
icons appears: these are all the units accessible 
from this production building.

You can register online at http://register.ubisoft.coni 
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Click with the A Button on the icon of a type of 
unit to order one of them. Click again to order 
more. The number of units ordered appears on the 
icon and an order progress bar appears next to 
the production building. When the progress bar is 
full the unit will come out of the building. 

You may also assemble vehicles or equip soldiers 
by clicking on the command center or pressing 
simultaneously on the Right Trigger and 
Directional pad right, if you go through the 
command center you will be able to distribute 
your orders automatically between all the 
available production buildings. 

The shaded icons correspond to the units that are 
temporarily inaccessible due to an insufficient 
popularity score or insufficient command points. 

The units'technological tree (that is, for ail the 
units to which you have access) is very limited 
when you start a campaign but it opens up as the 
missions progress. 


4. Controlling your units 
Selection 

• A Button (on an unselected unit): adds this 
unit to the selection (additive mode). 

• A Button (on a selected unit): withdraws this 
unit from the selection. 

• B Button: deselects all selected units. 

• X Button: selects all units on the screen. 

• Left Trigger + Directional pad right: the units 
selected change behavioral order (loops 
through Aggressive, Strict and Defensive 
modes). 

• Left Trigger + X Button: selects the last group 
to which the unit belonged. 

• Right Trigger + X Button:^pursuit'mode for 
the units selected. 

Ongoing selection list 

When you select a group of units, the list at the 

top left-hand comer of the screen specifies the 

amount and type of units. This list is interactive: 

• Click with the A Button on a type of unit to 
restrict your selection to that particular type. 

• Click with the X Button on a type of unit to 
remove that type from the selection. 

























Memorizing a current selection 

• Left Trigger + Right Trigger + Start Button + 
the A, B, X or Y Button: the selected units take 
their group number from the button you 
pressed: A, B, X or Y.

Manual orders 

You may also use order icons. To display order 
icons, select the units and press simultaneously on 
the Right Trigger and Directional pad right 3 
times in succession. 



The number and nature of the icons displayed will 
depend on the type of units selected. When units 
with different skills are selected, only the orders 
common: to your group are accessible.

V. THIS COMMANDERS 


As you progress in your campaign/ commanders are designated along the way to reward and assist you in 
your operations. You can have up to four commanders with you. You may delegate missions to them and 
put them in charge of bases and men. This enables you to concentrate on the jobs you are particularly 
interested in/ and to cope with the more complex situations without letting things get out of hand. 

All commanders are capable of taking charge of any type of mission: attacking/ defending/ base 
development/ and/ as an option/ looking after civilians. Commanders all have personalities and strategic 
preferences that will exert a strong influence over the way they carry out the tasks given to them. 
Moreover/ depending on the trust you have in them, they will gradually confirm/ or on the contrary/ 
modify their style. 

Press the Right Trigger and directional pad right twice to open the panel of commander orders. This 
panel is made up of 4 tabs maximum, one per commander. Click on one of the tabs to select another 
commander. 

1. Delegating a base 

You may give a commander money so that he can develop, maintain, and defend one of your bases. Here 
is the commander menu:

To get a commander to develop a base, click on 
the development icon, then designate the base to 
be developed. If this need arises, the buildings that 
have already been created are topped by a colored 
triangle indicating that the base is henceforth 
under a commander's control: 


Note: On your screen, each triangle's color 
corresponds to a commander. The commander's 
color is shown on the tabs of the commander 
menu. 

When a camp and a vehicle factory have been 
built, your commander will most certainly begin 
equipping the soldiers and assembling the combat 
vehicles. Ail the units created by a commander 
are under his orders by default. He will distribute 
them to defend his base. According to the 
commander chosen, the types of buildings and 
units created will be totally different. Moreover, 
depending on the context and that commander's 
experience working with you, each commander 
will adapt the way they develop a base. The 
evolution of your commanders is saved in your 
player profile.

2. Retaking and attributing units 

You may at any time take back control of the 
units created by your commander. The 
characteristic triangle disappears when you give 
orders to units commanded by your commander. 

Additionally, the attribution icons in the 
commander menu (see previous diagram) enable 
you to exchange units with your commanders. 

3. Giving orders to a commander 

Select one of your commanders. Select a group of 
units and assign them to him. Click on his attack 
icon and designate the objective (an enemy base, 
for example). As soon as the order is valid, the 
commander will rally his men towards the 
objective. If the commander was in charge of 
developing a base, he will abandon it immediately. 

Warning: One commander cannot carry out two 
simultaneous orders. If you do not want your base 
to be abandoned, you will either have to give it to 
another commander, or take over its development 
and protection vourseif. 





















VI. TACTICAL GUIDE 

1, Behavioral orders 

The control of units necessitates orders and instructions. Your units will not follow your orders in the same 
way, whatever the instructions given. You should learn to use the 3 instructions for maximum efficiency. 

The instructions can be changed by pressing simultaneously on the Right Trigger and Directional pad 
Right. Each unit is topped by a marker that indicates the assignment it is going to carry out.

• Emerging formations. Depending on the behavioral instructions given to a group of units, the units 
instinctively place themselves around each other for maximum group efficiency and to maximize their 
chances of accomplishing the requested order. Emerging formations appear in the group.

2. Field of vision and height 

When a unit is selected/ a green circle around it 
represents its field of vision and enables you to 
control what the unit sees. The field of vision 
varies dynamically depending on the altitude the 
unit is at (the higher a unit/ the farther it sees), 
but it also depends on the environment around the 
unit: the field of vision takes account of physical 
limits like cliffs or surrounding walls, which alter 
the range and the shape of the field of vision. 

3. Armor and hit points 

Certain units are armored to enable them to 
absorb part of the damage they undergo. This 
armor is different at the front from at the back, 
and, generally speaking, is thicker at the front 
than at the back. A good strategy is to try and 
skirt round the enemy forces to shoot at them 
where they are least resistant. 

The armor points are constant and deducted from 
all damage undergone.The difference between the 
damage points and the armor points is deducted 
from the hit points of the affected unit. When a 
unit's hit points reach zero, the unit is destroyed. 

4. Neutralization 

Infantry units with less than 10% of their hit points 
remaining (life bar in the red) are neutralized.They 
can no longer move or enter into combat until they 
have been healed.The ICP can repatriate its 
neutralized soldiers with its helicopter ambulance. 
As for the GHOST, it can take neutralized soldiers 
prisoner. After a few minutes, any neutralized units 
that are not healed die. 

5. Unit experience 

The units gain experience by accumulating 
adversary destruction. Certain units, such as 
doctors, mechanics or repair trucks, gain 



experience by accumulating their interventions in 
the fields of healing or making repairs. The more 
grades a unit clears, the more difficult it becomes 
for it to move on to the next grade. There are 6 
experience levels in all, and these are more and 
more spaced out. Experience modifies the 
characteristics of the units: hit points, damage, 
vision range, and firing range. These 
characteristics are important, and consequently 
the experienced units are precious trump cards for 
the player. When the cursor is left on a unit for 
more than a second, the panel showing the unit’s 
main characteristics appears: 


The characteristics referred to are: 

• "H P"; current hit points 

• "FV”; current visual distance (dynamically 
calculated according to the altitude) 

• "AR”: armor points (deducted from damage 
undergone) 

• 11 DIV1": damage points 

• "FR": firing range (dynamically calculated 
according to the altitude) 

• "KL": number of units killed 



















VII. 1(31* SIDE 

1. Presentation 

The ICP's actions are public. This organization 
must re-establish peace under the critical eye of 
independent media concerns. Through them, the 
entire world can judge the efficiency of its 
peacekeeping forces. In order to triumph over its 
enemy, the ICP's actions should be precise, fair 
and fast. For this to be possible, this multinational 
force has the latest technologies at its disposal. 
The ICP units are therefore faster, more powerful 
and more resistant, but their acquisition price is 
higher. Finally, the high ICP command will not 
have a general in command of more than 140 
units at a time. 

2. ICP popularity points 

The ICP gains or loses popularity points 
according to the actions of the media. Twenty or 
so actions are given to the player to show his good 
faith to the world. Particularly notable are strong 
actions such as creating a refugee camp, saving 
civilians, de-mining a zone or rescuing his own 
solders taken prisoner by the enemy. 

Certain ICP actions nevertheless call for 
discretion. Means such as sabotage or sniper fire 
(very useful for routing out soldiers in plain 
clothes! ) are accessible to the ICP camp via the 
commando units. 


3. ICP command point 

On the ICP side, command points are strongly 
linked to popularity. Popular actions give rise to 
various immediate bonuses. The ICP player who 
looks after his public image quickly wins more 
money, but his action time is limited. Public 
opinion is highly volatile. A long war brings down 
the number of popularity points and the command 
points gained become weaker and weaker. 

4. ICP strategies 

Management of villages, where civilians are 
grouped, is highly strategic. The control of a 
village (and the prolonged safety of civilians in 
it) ensures an abundance of popularity and 
money to the player. Such a position enables the 
player to gain the confidence of his superiors 
and he rapidly develops his technological tree. 
This situation can rapidly deteriorate, however, if 
a conflict erupts within a village. Dead civilians 
and burned houses will deprive the ICP player 
of all or part of his resources. Rather than 
risking the lives of civilians, an ICP player In a 
delicate position will have to withdraw to 
protect his hard-earned popularity. 








VIII. (IIIOST SIDE 

1. Presentation 

The player takes the place of a general paid by the GHOST/ a secret organization that looks after the 
interests of member corporations and countries. For every conflict the player is placed at the head of the 
army of one of the GHOST member countries. He is hired for secret economic reasons in a war against a 
neighboring country that wifi be defended by the TCP. World public opinion is not a problem. He must 
above all convince his superiors of his efficiency then convince the local population that the cause is a just 
one and that the real aggressor is the 1C P. The player can use military propaganda media for that 
purpose. His army won't be able to rival the TCP army in terms of power and modernity but on the other 
hand it will be easy for him to accumulate bigger armies of up to 255 units. It is in the GHOST'S interest 
to block the situation and to place the ICP in a situation of failure in the eyes of the international media. 

2. GHOST popularity points 

Not being required to answer to the media as regards his acts towards civilians/ the GHOST player 
manages his popularity points with more ease than an TC P player. To begin with, he must recruit 
civilians in villages and then take them back to his enlistment camp to turn them into good soldiers. 
Recruiting from the local population makes his popularity soar to 50%. Over 50%/ management 
becomes harder: once he has obtained popular support, he has to earn the support of the high 
command.This is indispensable for acquiring the more advanced units. The player uses propaganda 
cameramen for this purpose. In order to gain popularity and develop his technological tree, he should 
place his cameraman where victory has been won and remove him immediately when defeated. A 
badly organized propaganda campaign will lead surety to failure. It all depends on his promptness and 
ability to use his cameramen at the right time. 

3. GHOST command p oint 

The player must convert civilians to his cause by enlisting them. It is sufficient for him just to take 
civilians from villages to enlistment centers. Unlike the iCP, this conversion does not earn the immediate 
bonus of command points, but each civilian enlisted brings in a substantia! increase in the number of 
command points permanently allocated by the high command. Besides that, each civilian enlisted means 
one civilian less to be saved by ICP! 

4. GHOST strategies 

The GHOST player does not earn money in the form of bonuses but in a progressive increase in income, 
so it is in his interest to make the conflict last. He must work on a long-term basis without forgetting to 
deprive his enemy of its main resource: civilians from the villages. He must constantly direct the conflicts 
in the villages rather than on his base. Efficient exploitation of converted civilians gives him the 
advantage of deceiving the ICP and the media.
